Deputy Governour had obtained a continuance of the 
Truce for Two Monet ht longer, according to the te- 
nour of the former Articles 5 which Gayland affured 
him was done in Civility and Refpeft to his ExctU 
knee : for whick his Excellence fent Gay land 
Thanks, Notifying withall , that it was not in his 
Power to continue the Truce, unlefie permitted to 
Fortifie the Town : having e*preffe Orders from 
the King his Mafitr for fo doing v But however; 
that in Honour to Colonel Fitz Gerrards Treatiepna 
tomewhisThankfulnefleto Gayland, he was Con- 
tent toft ick to every point of the Truce which wai ) 
fox Gay lands Advantage 5 And yet upon the maya 
he was enforced to break immediately. Whereupon 
Gay land afked Fifteen Dayes to Confult with his 
Grandees, allowing that in the mean time his Excel* 
lence might Fortifie the places next the Town, which 
was done accordingly. The prefixed time being 
Expired, Gay land fent the shec\ of Anger at Son, to 
have a Conference with his Excellence , wherein he 
made appear that the Mahometan Lan>, prohibited 
them to fuffer the ehrifttans to build any Fortifica- 
tions in Africa : But that they were contented to 
A 2 make 
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make a War % and to give good guafter 5 whereupon 
his .Excellence Ileplyed, that The Swordjhohlddecyde, 
whether the Mahometan Law, or his Matters Orders 
were of Greater Force. That he would neither lake, 
nor give Quarter 5 withall, that he was Gaylands 
Humble Servant^ defiring them to fend immediately, 
for the Powder that was Stipulated for |?y the Deputy 
Governour. 

Next day , was the Foundation laid of a Horn- work

The very next day following, and about the fame

Here we 
hadonely Owe Man (hot through the Hand, while 
many of the Enemie were Killed: %wo of 
their dead 9 His Excellence Commanded to be 
brought off by our men, whereof one by feveral 
things found about him, appeared to be a Perfon 
of Quality. That which makes this AcVion more 
Remarkable, was the Signal Humanity which his 
Excellence expreft towards the Dead Bodies * for 
after Divine Service Celebrated, (it being Sunday) 
and Sermon ended in the Camp s His Excellence 
Commanded them to be warned , while himfelf 
ftood by 5 and Two Bieres to be made, and the Dead 
to be Shrowded in white Linnen, and laid there- 
on, and ftrewed with Flowers with all prudentiall 
decency : appointing afterward a White Flagg to be 
carried before the Bodies, after which, Marcht his 
Excellence on Horfe-back., all the Troops attending 
in Squadrons, with Excellent Order and Modefty 5 
and thu9 they patted to the utmoft of the Bounds 
afligned us in time of Peace 5 where the Moores met 
the Bodies with a White Flag^ and received them 
With great Exprcflions of Satisfaction t, taking off 
their Caps and skafhes from their Hea'ds, (a Cere- 
mony not ufed in their Adorations,) in token of 
their Refpeft and Gratitude to his excellences much 
amazed at this unexpected Civility 5 (which up- 
braided their former Barbarous behaviour towards 
thofe of ours, which have at any time fallen into 
their hands, J This was done with fatisfa&ion to 
both fides, arid without the lead appearance of En- 
mity, or ill will: and further to confirm their opinu

on of his Excellencies Honour and Qoodnejfc. Thii 
truce was continued till they fought and carried off 
their Dead Men. ; 

Frequent Alarmcs we have bad 5 notwithstanding 
which, his Excellence has not at all omitted to pro* 
fecute the Fortifications 5 and it is a great Comfort 
to fee how Chearfully,from the Higheft to the Low* 
eft, every man here puts his hands to the Work, in 
gathering, and bearing Stones, and affiftiog in all 
forts of Labour, and Hazzard, toward the perfecting 
thereof 5 out of a Generous and Loyal Emulation, 
to Imitate his Excellence; who Works, Bates, and 
Lodges in the Field, and has fcarce been in Bed fince 
the Expiration of the Truce, It is not to.be Ex- 
prefled with what Zeal, and Alacrity every man 
here does his Duty, under fo Exemplary a Cover.
